The funeral of the late O. W. 


Ward took place from the family res- 
idence, on Oenter street, at 2 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon and waa largely 
attened. The funeral services were 
conducted by the Masonic faternity. 
Mr. Ward's death was caused by fall- 
ing from the top of the Lafayette 
Hotel, in Winnemucoo, a distance of 
24 feet, to the sidewalk. He never 
spoke after the fall, and lived but a 
few hours, 
Isix or eight men, who 


were at work on the building at the 
•itne of the accident, 
testifies that 


lnoeased had been laying out work 
for them, and been all over the build 
log about 7 o'clock in the morning, 
and a Httle later was on the front 
part of the building, where, for some 
unknown cause he lost his footing 
and fell to the sidewalk. 


Water War. 


A. C. MoParlin came into town 


Sunday morning as bloody as a 
butcher. He reported having had a 
difficulty with Benj. Howard about 
water in the Hatch ditch, and that 
Howard had struck him with a shovel: 
He exhibited three scalp wounds 
several inches long. He claimed the 
usaault to bo uproYoked, and swore 
out a warrant for the arrest of How- 
ard on a charge of assault with intent 
to kill. 
Howard was arrested and 


had a hearing before Justice Bor- 
man yesterday, and was held in $500 
bail to appear for trial.

REPORT OF GRAND CHANCELLOR. 


Carson No. 4, Beatific No. 7, Amity No. 8, Triumph No. 11, and 


Lyon No. 12. Total net gain, 78; add membership of new Lodges, 
71; which makes the total gain for the year 149;membership for year 
ending June 30, 1882, 738; total membership June 30, 1883, 839. 


The Lodges making a net loss are as follows : Nevada No. 1, 


Damon No. 2, Toiyabe No. 9, Harmony No. 13, and Argenta No. 10. 
Total net loss 46. 


• Every Lodge in the State made iv gross gain for the year, the 


whole aggregating 218, and when it is taken into consideration 
that, during twelve months, this little jurisdiction has made 191 
Knights, it is a matter of congratulation. The reason of the great 
difference between the gross and net gains is easily explained. The 
condition of the mining interests in Nevada, the principal industry 
in the Siate, is not very encouraging, and the population is decreas- 
ing instead of increasing. When a member leaves this State he al- 
most invariably takes his withdrawal card from the Lodge in Nevada, 
and places it in the Lodge nearest his new hoioe, and thus, while 
this jurisdiction loses a member he is not by any means lost to the 
Order. 


. In the matter of finances there in an apparent decrease in tho 


Subordinate Lodge Exchequers from the total of last year. 
The 


following Lodges hove increased their funds during the year ending 


June 30, 1883 : BeatiBc No. 7; Amity No. 8; Triumph No. 11; Lyon 
No. 12, and Harmony No. 13. The following have decreased their 
funds : Nevada No. 1; Carson No. 4; Lincoln No. 0, Toiyabe No. 9, 
and Argenta-No. 10. The total amount on hand June 30, 1883 in 
subordinate Lodges was $12,289 64 as against $12,255 53 for 
previous year a net gain of $35 11.

It was afterwards ascertained thao 
no assistance was required for the Knights in that jurisdiction, and A 
js now in the hands of our Grand Master of Exchequer, Brother o— 
Leport, of Carson, It is now proposed to take this money and int. 
ward it to Poasaoola Lodge as Nevada's contribution. •, In order to 
do that, the Subordinate Lodges in this State must pass a resolution 
authorizing it — a majority vote will be sufficient.

Chancellor, death deprived the Order in this State of her second 
executive officer.

DEAB SIBS AND BROTHER KNIQHTS : It is with a feeling of pro- 


found sorrow that I am called upon to announce to you the death of 
Giand Vice Chancellor A. E/ Shannon. He died at Eureka, Nevada, 
October 30th, 1882. His sickness was short, his death was sudden. 
As the shadows of evening were heralding the end of tho day sot 
apart for our National Thanksgiving, tho shadows of death were 
closing in about him, and as the sun departed beyond the western 
hills, his spirit departed to the laud beyond the grave. 


Bro. Shannon came to Nevada in 18G3, and from that time to the 


time of his death, continuously occupied positions of trust under the 
Government. He was one of tho pioneers of Pythianism in this 
State, and was thrice elevated to tho honorable position of Grand 
Vice Chancellor of this jurisdiction. 


The death of a good man is a sorrow only to his friends. Sick- 
ness and pain no longer trouble him; our Brother is at rest. He * 
sleeps the sleep of a valiant Knight, and the mystical letters upou 
his shield sparkle as brightly as when he first went forth to battle in 
our ranks. He died in his Pythian armor, in the midst of the fray; 
the tears of his Brothers moisten his lost resting place, and the 
recollections of his genial, manly qualities will ever remain a pleasant 
memory with us. 


As a mark of affection for our deceased Grand Vice Chancellor, 


let the different Lodges in this jurisdiction be draped in mourning 
for sixty days after the receipt of this letter.
